RE-BINDING.—Iv.* 

FORWARDING is literally the forming or shaping 
of the book. The fundamental principle in- 
volved istrueness. The operations are pasting 
up, attaching the end papers, trimming, gluing 
up, rounding and backing, and squaring and 
lacing-in of the boards. The forwarder’s work 
begins by jogging the books perfectly at head 
and back on an iron or smooth stone, and 
hammering the book along the back to make it 
perfectly even and to take out all unnecessary 
swelling. This process requires good judgment 
on the part of the workman, as onit depends in 
great degree the future shape of the volume. 
The work may be done hurriedly, if not careless- 
ly, and the book will then always have an un- 
Shapely appearance. The cords are now pulled 
tight and the first and last sheet, or signature, 
pasted to its neighbor; that is,‘‘ pasted up,” or 
“pasted down”—the process is called by both 
terms. 

The selection of suitable end papers or inside 
linings has always been a difficult question of 
taste and judgment. In determining the ques- 
tion it must be remembered that the lining is 
the inside finish to the cover, the first attraction 
©n opening it. It should, therefore, be in har- 
mony with the cover—not necessarily be similar

in tint or richness, but be either in consonance 
or agreeable contrast. 

The French often select for the insides of 
their handsome bindings, moiré silk ; but this 
does not.as a rule work well with leather, and 
seems to pander to an effeminate rather than 
to a book lover’s taste. In their more costly 
bindings the French adopt the doudlé style, 
which is leather inside the board, similar in 
quality, though different in color, tothe outside. 
This leads to expensive ornamentation and 
only half solves the question, leaving the selec- 
tion of the fly leaf a matter still to be determined. 
In their ordinary library bindings they use 
marbled paper. Crimson, lavender and violet 
tinted surface papers were very much used by 
Mackenzie, Lewis and other English binders 
during the time of Dibdin, who endorsed 
their use ; but time has condemned them—they 
show the stain of grease from the turning-in 
leather and from the fading of the colors. 
Marbled paper does not show the stains of 
grease and paste, and is more durable in color 
than the tinted paper. Unfortunately the bad 
taste of the marblers and the careless judgment 
of binders in selection have created a just 
distaste for marbled paper ; but its suitableness 
is established by the use of centuries. It resists 
the stains of grease and paste, and its colors 
are well-nigh unfading. It is true it lacks the 
richness necessary for a very richly decorated 
binding. In such case there is nothing left but 
to adopt the doud/é style. In general bindings 
marbled paper is to be favored; it should be 
paper of the very best quality, and marbled in 
good taste, the color either in consonance with 
or in agreeable contrast to the color of the cover. 

If the books are heavy or large they should 
have ‘‘joints” of either bookbinder’s cloth or 
of leather of the same color as the leather with 
which the book is to be covered. Morocco is 
mostly used for the leather joints. If the joints 
are to be of cloth it may be added either when 
the ends are being put on, or when the book 
is ready for pasting down. Morocco joints are 
usually put in after the book is covered, but it 
is preferable that if joints of any kind are 
to go in the book that they should be put 
in at the same time as the ends. Care should 
be taken that the ends are quite dry after being 
made before attaching them, or the dampness 
will affect the beginning and the end of the 
book and cause the first few leaves to wrinkle. 

When the ends are quite dry the slips should 
be unravelled and scraped, a bodkin being used 
for the unravelling and the back of a knife for the 
scraping. The object of this is, that they may 
with greater ease be passed through the holes 
of the mill board, and the bulk of the cord be 
more evenly distributed and beaten down, so as

not to be seen after the book has been covered. 
Many binders cut away the slip entirely in 
order that the work may look better. This 
should, however, be discouraged ; with very 
large and heavy books it is better to allow 
the bulk of the cord to be seen than to sacrifice 
strength. To a certain extent this may be 
avoided by cutting a small portion of the mill 
board away to allow the cord to lodge in. 

There is another way of putting on end 
papers; that is, to sew the ends on when sew- 
ing the book. The paper is folded at the back 
with a small fold, the sheet placed in the fold> 
and the whole sewn through. It is at once 
apparent that under no circumstances can there 
be any strain on the ends, and that there is 
hardly any possibility of the end breaking 
away from the sheets. For books subjected 
to very hard wear (especially the books in a 
lending library) this method of placing the 
ends is by far the best.

A CIRCULAR was recently sent out to members 
of the London Society of Authors inviting 
opinions for or against net prices. From the 
current number of the Author we learn that 
‘‘the preponderance of opinion was in favor of 
the net price, and generally on the ground that 
one would know how much had to be paid.” 
A considerable number of authors replied to 
the circular, ‘‘ but not so many as might be ex- 
pected,” declares Mr. Besant, seeing that the 
subject touches the members ‘‘in a twofold 
manner. That is to say, it affects them as 
buyers of books as well as makers of books.” 
The report goes on to say that ‘‘ what it comes 
to is that something must be done for the book- 
sellers if they are to continue. They have 
more than one association. They are surely 
united enough to agree upon what they want.” 
The Author comes to the general conclusion 
that the question rests entirely with the book- 
seller. 





NEWSDEALERS PROTEST AGAINST 
KIOSKS. 


THE New York Newsdealers’ and Stationers’ 
Protective and Benevolent Association has 
adopted a resolution denouncing the proposition 
to legalize any corporation formed ‘‘ to control 
the retail newspaper business of this city, either 
directly or by lease, by means of a franchise for 
seizing the public sidewalks,” and calling upon 
all citizens to resist it, on the grounds that it 
would ‘‘deprive thousands of hard-working 
newsdealers of their business, and would sell 
the public sidewalks to a monopoly.” The 
resolution is aimed at the revived kiosk bill, 
introduced by Assemblyman Hoops, the pur- 
pose of which is to authorize the maintenance of 
news-stands by a private company on the streets 
under the elevated railway stations. 


THE PUSH-CART BOOK TRADE. 


NOTHING is more noticeable at this season in 
New York City than the sudden increase in the 
numbers of street fakirs, who hawk their wares 
from push-carts stationed in the gutters. Most 
of them, a reporter of the New York 7Zimes has 
discovered, seem to have ‘‘ literary tastes,” 
They lay in stocks of mutilated or ‘‘ fake” re- 
prints of well-known authors, which they dis- 
pose of for three and five cents each. 

The great centre of the industry in this style 
of book is on Nassau between Ann and Beek. 
man Streets. It is interesting to speculate as to 
the reason for the location of the push-cart 
second-hand and cheap-book business in this 
section. Probably it is because in former days, 
along back in the ‘‘sixties,” and early ‘‘ sev- 
enties,” when Leggat’s, at Theatre Alley and 
Beekman Street, was the meeting-place of many 
bookbuying people on their way to and from 
the Brooklyn ferries, before the great bridge 
was finished, the neighborhood got its reputation 
for being the headquarters of bookish people. 
Leggat moved over to Chambers Street, and no 
book-stores remained in the locality which could 
hold the trade which Leggat had. More and 
more business was then done in second-hand 
books and cheap stationery. Then came the 
era of push-carts. 

The glory of the neighborhood as a liter- 
ary (?) centre has departed, but by some strange 
perversion of fate the reputation of being ‘‘ lit- 
erary” has clung to it, and the ‘‘ literary” 
push-cart men are taking advantage of this 
fact. 

But the old-timer who wanders down the 
street misses the faces he used to see at Leg- 
gat’s. He finds, instead, a bustling crowd, in- 
tent on bargains, and stores which cater to 
tawdry minds and push-cart pedlers who fur- 
nish the impecunious with reading-matter, such 
as it is. 





A LILLIPUTIAN LIBRARY. 


GEORGES SALAMON, a well-known Paris book- 
collector, owns a library that has probably not 
its equal in the world. It is a veritable pigmy 
library, being a collection of some seven hun- 
dred of the smallest books published. The 
largest on the entire list is only fifty-four by 
thirty-three millimetres in size, or a little more 
than two inches by one. This is an edition of 
La Fontaine, printed in microscopic characters, 
and published in 1850 by Laurent & Deberny. 
The next smaller in size is an edition of Horace, 
printed in 1828 by Didot. Smaller than the 
Horace is La Rochefoucauld’s Maxims, issued by 
the same house. Among the Italian baby- 
books in the collection is an edition, in two vol- 
umes, of Petrarch, printed in Venice in 1829. 
One of the jewels in the library is an edition of 
Dante, published at Milan in 1878, in one vol- 
ume of more than five hundred pages, yet 
measuring only an inch and a half by four-fifths 
of an inch. Political literature is represented 
by an edition of the French Constitution of 
1792, and by the Constitution of Holland in 
Dutch, printed in exquisitely defined letters. 
A companion book to the latter is a Dutch His- 
tory of Holland, printed in 1753, in two vol- 
umes. Religious literature is rather better 
represented in the collection than any other 
kind. There isa large number of diminutive 
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prayer-books and Bibles, of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. Especially noteworthy 
are two volumes, bound in calf, made at the 
close of the seventeenth century, containing 
two hundred and sixty-four beautifully pre- 
pared Biblical pictures—the work of two Swiss 
women. A German catechism and a household 
book are both Ntiremberg publications of 1666, 
being each a trifle over an inch square. Es- 
pecially fine are several Bibles printed in 
England in the first half of the seventeenth 
century, their dimensions being only one inch 
by four-fifths of an inch. A still smaller re- 
ligious book is a German exposition of Christian 
doctrine, printed in 1778. Song-books and al- 
manacs are found in abundance. The former 
cover the years from 1790 to 1818, and are 
printed in French, Dutch, and English. M. 
Salamon regards as one of his most valuable 
treasures a diminutive edition of the French 
Constitutional Chart of 1814, which measures 
four-fifths by one-half of aninch. In general, 
the French books of this kind are surpassed in 
beauty, both of print and of illustration, by 
those of foreign countries. A work of great 
beauty in these respects is the English Bijou 
almanac, printed in the middle of the present 
century, and measuring about one-half by one- 
third of an inch—a vest-pocket almanac surely. 
The English Bijou almanac for 1842 contains 
pictures of the Princess Royal and of the fa- 
mous actress Rachel. The edition for 1837 is 
dedicated to the Queen of England. Still 
smaller than this series of English almanacs is 
a German series published from 1817 to 1840 by 
the lithographic Institute of Miiller, in Carls- 
ruhe. Each issue contains from twenty-six to 
twenty-eight pages, including from six to 
twelve illustrations. 





THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE.

Brigham, of The Baker & Taylor Co. The di- 
vision of the board of managers into classes 
resulted in the following choice: Zhree years 
class—A. Growoll, D. Pritchard, W. W. Howe, 
W. J. Kelly, G. L. Wheelock, John Briggs, J. 
T. Ryan, Charles T. Dillingham; fwo years 
class—C. E. Savage, F. Bruce, M. A. Domi- 
nick, J. F. Vogelius, J. B. Carrington, E. F.

COMMUNICATIONS. 
SLOW PAYERS FOR BOOKS WANTED. 


Omana, NEB., February 15, 1895. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


DEAR Sir: Concerning your article in Pus. 
WEEKLY of the roth ult., in which complaint 
is made that some advertisers for ‘‘ Books 
Wanted ” do not pay promptly, and occasionally 
not at all, I beg to remind you that the trouble 
often is occasioned by the largest firms in the 
country, who merely send you a postal, saying: 
‘* Please mail and charge toouraccount.” The 
small dealer, as a rule, remits with the order. 
But the large firms expect, in the first instance, 
an invoice, then a statement, and thena receipt, 
if you are fortunate enough to get the remit- 
tance promptly. It frequently happens that the 
book ordered does not exceed twenty-five cents, 
sometimes even less; no matter, you have to 
go through the same process, so that the ex- 
pense for postage, etc., is more than the profit 
made, for in many cases several statements 
have to be sent before remittance is received. 
Many dealers, no doubt, have had the same ex- 
perience, and, if they would adopt the plan of 
not sending books under the value of $2 without 
cash accompanying the order, there would 
not be so much room for complaint. S.-3 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


AUGUSTE VACQUERIE, the French dramatic 
author, and Victor Hugo’s literary executor, 
died in Paris on the 18th inst., aged 76 years. 


G. W. COTTRELL, who was for many years 
connected with the publishing business in Bos- 
ton, died at his home in Mount Vernon, Mass., 
on the roth inst. 


FREDERICK DOUGLASS, the eminent negro ora- 
tor, editor, and author, died suddenly at his 
home in Anacostia, Washington, D. C., at the 
age of seventy-eight years. Mr. Douglass, who 
was born a slave, escaped in 1838 while work- 
ing in Baltimore, Md. In 1846 he founded 
Frederick Douglass's Paper in Rochester, N. Y. 
The title was afterwards changed to 7’he North 
Star. In 1870 he became the editor of the 
Washington Mew National Era. He wrote 
several books that have met with considerable 
sale. Among them are: ‘‘ Narrative of My 
Experience in Slavery,” ‘‘ My Bondage and My 
Freedom,” and ‘‘ Life and Times of Frederick 
Douglass.”’ 


CHARLES H. HuGHEs, superintendent of the 
morning paper distributing department of the 
American News Company, died suddenly at 
8:40 o’clock on the morning of the Ioth inst., 
while at his work. He had been at work from 2 
o’clock in the morning, and had complained 
frequently to some of the clerks of feeling ex- 
ceptionally ill. He sought relief in a drug 
store at 7 o'clock, and was told that he was 
suffering from nervous prostration and should 
go home without delay. He returned, however, 
to his busines¢, and for an hour suffered a 
great deal. Shortly after 8 o’clock he collapsed, 
and when the ambulance surgeon arrived he 
found that Mr. Hughes had died of apoplexy. 
Mr. Hughes was fifty years old, and for over 
twenty-five years had been employed by the 
American News Company. He was a veteran 
of the war.

THE FLEMING H. REVELL Co. have just ready 
‘Municipal Reform Movements,” a text-book 
of the new reformation, by William Howe Tol- 
man, secretary of the City Vigilance League, 
New York City, with an introductory chapter 
by Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst, who points out 
that Mr. Tolman’s book ‘‘ brings together in one 
volume more information than any other one 
work on its subject,” and thinks that it will as- 
suredly prove not only an incentive, but a guide 
to those who are contemplating the organization 
of movements similar to those in progress in 
New York City. It is divided into five separate 
parts, dealing respectively with the civic re- 
naissance; municipal reform movements, move- 
ments for civic betterment, women’s work in 
municipal reform, and the City Vigilance 
League. 


THE GROLIER CLUB has just brought to a 
close an interesting collection of historical 
bookbindings to which a number of famous 
collectors made contributions. Among the at- 
tractions shown were about twenty handsome 
volumes from Grolier’s library, books from the 
collections of de Thou, Mazarin, and other sim- 
ilar famous patrons of the bibliopegic art. An 
interesting feature of the collection was a 
number of volumes emblazoned with the arms 
and insignia of certain fair ladies and their 
royal lovers. Diana of Poitiers and Henry I1., 
the Marquise de Maintenon and Louis xIv., the 
Comtesse du Barry and Louis xv., were so 
represented, as well as Henry ul., Henry Iv. 
and Margaret of Valois, Charles 1. of Eng- 
land,and Henrietta Maria. The exhibition 
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could scarcely be duplicated inthis country out- 
side of four or five of the New York collectors’ 
libraries. 


Copies of the first two-volume edition of 
Bryce’s ‘‘American Commonwealth” are not 
only scarce, notwithstanding the fact that it 
numbered thousands of volumes, but are in- 
creasing in value. A short time ago, at one of 
Bangs & Co.’s sales, it fetched $11 a volume. 
The three-volume edition has sold as high as 
$28.50 for the set. The original edition, it will 
be remembered, contained a chapter dealing 
with the Tweed ring, andthe name of ex-Mayor 
A. Oakey Hall was used in a way to which he 
took exception. He protested, and threatened 
to sue the publishers, but while he was making 
his objections the edition was exhausted, and 
another edition in two volumes was published 
in 1889. There was also an edition in three 
volumes. Finally Mr. Hall entered suit in 
London, but the case never came to trial. The 
publishers agreed to suppress the chapter, a 
new edition was got out omitting it, and the 
action at law was withdrawn. 


THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB, of New York, 
recently opened a very fim de siécle art exhibi- 
tion, in which a fine collection of old portraits 
is ranged with an exhibit of the ‘‘ poster art” 
of to-day. The poster exhibit has been care- 
fully arranged and has attracted quite as much 
interest as the other collection. It includes 
examples of the leading poster artists of France, 
England and America—Cheret, Grasset, Appel, 
Leloir, Mouvel, Beardsley, Bradley, Hardy, 
Louis Rhead, W. M. Johnson, and Edward 
Penfield. One of the best designs is the cover 
for the catalogue of the exhibit, by William 
Martin Johnson, somewhat in the Beardsley 
manner, but superior in grace, delicacy, and re- 
finement. The French work excels in dash, 
abandon and fitness of design; but some of the 
posters of Dudley Hardy, Penfield, Rhead, and 
Bradley are distinctly good. Most of the 
American designs are pictures pure and simple, 
not possessing the distinctive ‘‘ poster” feat- 
ures of the French work and some of the 
English examples. ‘* 


MACMILLAN & Co. are publishing a complete 
translation of the Pali Jatakaor ‘‘ Buddha Birth- 
stories,” which are supposed to be the oldest col- 
lection of folk-lore stories in existence. They will 
be translated from the Pali under the superin- 
tendence of Professor E. B. Cowell, and will be 
published in seven or eight volumes. The first 
volume, translated by Robert Chalmers, is 
nearly ready, while the second, by W. H. D. 
Rouse, and third, by H. T. Francis and R. A. 
Neil, are in active preparation. They have 
nearly ready a new volume by Henry Rutgers 
Marshall, whose work, ‘‘ Pain, Pleasure and 
Esthetics,” published last year, was quite well 
received in scholarly circles here as well as in 
England. Mr. Marshall’s new work is entitled 
‘* Esthetic Principles,” and contains in a more 
popular form his thoughts on the problems of 
esthetics. He has avoided psychological po- 
emics, and has referred to his earlier work 
the reader who would follow in detail the ar- 
guments in such matters. While this book will 
in no way take the place of Mr. Marshall’s 
former work, as it omits much of the matter 
there discussed, and contains not a little that 
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is new, it will be of use to the psychologist as 
presenting both an introduction to ‘‘ Pain, 
Pleasure and ésthetics,” and a digest of the 
esthetic principles there discussed. Macmillan 
& Co, will act as publishers for the American 
Economic Association, and will, hereafter, carry 
all their publications in stock.
